_SkcrioN 5. In addition to the allowances now pro-
vided for discharged convicts, the warden may, at hia
discretion and as necessity may seem to require, fur-
nish to each convict at his discharge, transportation, or
means to procure transportation to any plage within
this state.

SecrIoN 6. All acts or parts of acts conflicting with
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 239.
AN ACT for the prevention of cruelty to minors.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SkcrroN 1. Auy person having the care, custody,
or control cf any child under the age of fourteea years,
who shall exhibit, use, or employ, or who shall in any
manner, or under any pretense, sell, apprentice, give
away, let out, or otherwise dispose ot any such child
to any person, in any place whatsoever, for any ob-
scene, indecent, or immoral purpose, exhibition, or
practice whatsoever ; or for any business, exhibition,
or vocation injurious to the health or dangerous to the
Jife or limb of such child ; or who shall cause, procure,
or encourage any such child to engage therein, shall
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.

SecTION 2. That any person who sball take, re-
ceive, hire, employ, use, exhibit, or have in custody
any child under the age, and for any of the purposes,
mentioned in the preceding section, shall be deemed
guilty of a misdemeanor.

SectioN 8. That any person found guilty of viola-
ting any ot the provisions of this act by any court
kaving jurisdiction of the same, shall be purished by
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprison-
ment not exceeding six montbs, or both, at the discre-
tion of the court.

SEcTiON 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
